Amongst all the nrts there is but 


one which IMS been fortunate enough 
to attain strong and lasting popu- 
larity with the general public; that 
is the art of painting. ;It is a per- 
fectly natural human trait to en- 
joy beautifiil works in 
color. There 


are some who find equal enjoyment 
in the abstract -forms, sculpture and 
architecture/ but their numbers are 
few indeed. The most plausible rea- 
son for iHiis is 'that a painting us- 
ually tells a story and the other 
forms rarely are capable of doing 
so. 


There is, however, a form capable 


veloped in the monastery. The eeo- 
•nomy of the new^ art was recognized 
immediately for it was employed 
at once for the benefit of the poor 


man. 
He could not afford to 
buy a 


painting of what he liked to see but 
could, for a very small sum, buy a 
black and white print, quite as in- 
teresting and as beautiful to him as 
the oil painting.

Woodcutt- 
ing was not recognized :asj a fine art 
until the latter part of 'the fifteenth 
century when Albreeht Durer (1471-
